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City attorney declares no wrongdoing; suggests healing 


City Attorney Charles Martin put to rest any 
suggestion of wrongdoing by city staff Tuesday 
evening when he rendered legal opinions on three 
basic presumptions suggested by the Committee 
at Large recently and dealt with by the auditors 
in a sidebar piece on this page. 

Martin answered the "alleged misuse of city 
fund balances" by saying in his 15-page answer 
to the City Council: "...Allegations are made that 
the Administration has improperly co-mingled 
funds, improperly borrowed from one fund to 
pay expenses of another fund, failed to pay 
appropriate interest, failed to obtain prior council 
approval therefore, and other similar charges. 
Reduced to its basic terms, the question is: may 
a city borrow or transfer cash from Fund ‘A’ in 
times of need to Fund ‘B’, if properly returned 
and the books balanced in proper fashion? The 
answer to this question is a qualified ‘yes’; 
subject to all of the remainder of this memo and 
with the recognition that this problem area in¬ 
volves city funds only, not CRA funds." 

The News, at the urging of Mayor Clem 
Bartolai to ail media, will quote directly from 
Martin’s report, not paraphrase. 


He concluded, "Based upon all of the above, 
it would appear that the charges re interfiind 
abuses has not yet been proven and that the 
presumptions of validity still prevail." 

Concerning possible misuse of CRA funds, 
Martin said, "This charge is much more difficult 
to respond to and defend because CRA law is 
comparatively new and not yet thoroughly tested 
by the courts." 

Martin’s conclusion, however, reads as fol¬ 
lows: "On balance, it must be said that those who 
claim wrongdoing have not yet proven their case; 
it is acknowledged that the call is close, and that 
without ratification of the missing authorization 
might well go the other way. In our opinions of 
how substance will prevail over form as to the 
charges, and the presumption of validity will 
overcome the shortcomings in procedures." 

In addressing Problem No. 3, violations of 
the debt limit, Martin said, "This is an old and 
very important constitutional protection designed 
to prevent overspending, and although it serves 
as a valuable limitation for the public benefit (and 
should therefore be observed), the courts have 
consistently over the years found exceptions to its 


application." 

He pointed to the auditor’s report which 
"carries full information on the details of the 
borrowing, repayment, dates and compliance with 
the debt limit provisions...any violation of the 
debt limit (as well as violation of any other of 
three matters discussed herein, by way of over¬ 
sights, mistakes, omissions, lack of authorization 
or failure to communicate) are matters that 
should not be permitted and should not be cor¬ 
rected." 

General conclusions made by Martin point 
out the fact that "Councilpersons, staff members, 
administrators, attorneys (and occasionally even 
members of the Judiciary) are capable of being 
less than perfect. 

"Since Mr. Eichel’s Audit shows no funds 


missing, the errors of bookkeeping are apparently 
being judged either by the quantity or quality 
thereof, or relate more to the person making the 
errors than the fact of the errors themselves. 

"There is no apparent basis for litigation on 
any fidelity bond or personally, unless the coun¬ 
cil and board chose not to ratify the procedural 
mis-steps. 

"In general, it may well be said that we have 
‘looked back’ on these problems long enough, 
and it is now time to expend time, money and 
effort on the real question implicit in all of the 
debate, i.e. whether the city’s financial viability 
is now borderline, and whether we are on a 
collision course with insolvency? We must look 
forward to this issue, not backward to how, if 
true, did we get here."

Gillett accused of embezzling over $50,000 housekeeping

applies to those who have embezzled over $50,000. 
He said Tuesday that the sum now stands at over 
$55,000. If convicted, Gillett would have a year add¬ 
ed to her sentence, Cordischi explained. 

Horst Engel, co-owner of VIP Travel, called 
the Police Department over a month ago after he 
grew suspicious. Cordischi told The News that she 
admitted to taking money when Engel confronted 
her. 

Gillett had worked for VIP since 1988 as book¬ 
keeper and travel agent. She admitted to embezzling 
money since 1992. 

She is out on her own recognizance. 

In other police news, Stephen Lumary, 41, of 
Glendora, who was arrested on Saturday, Aug. 28, 
at Sierra Madre Post Office, will have his prelimin¬ 
ary Wednesday, Sept. 15, in Municipal Court in 
Pasadena. 

Lumary admitted responsibility for several bur¬ 
glaries at the local post office plus several other 
cases under investigation by inspectors in the Pasa¬ 
dena branch. These cases involved the burglary of 
postal boxes in West Covina, Whittier, El Monte, 
No. Hollywood, La Crescenta and several other 
valley cities, Cordischi said. 

During booking last month, narcotics were 
found on Lumary and additional charges were add¬ 
ed to the original charge. 


Sierra Madre city audtors, Edwards, Eichel 
and Berbanek, in an eight-page letter to the City 
Council, have determined that Sierra Madre has a 
$1.7 million deficit and they outline ways in which 
the Sierra Madre accounting department could have 
kept house more efficiently. 

The Committee at Large, a self-appointed group 
citizens who have been eyeballing city finances 
for several months, made those charges recently and 
also questioned why there were lapses in warrants 
of city charges during the past few years. Steven 
Broiles has been their spokesperson. 

The accounting firm explained that all war¬ 
rants have been satisfactorily accounted for. “The 
problems we encountered with, unlocated warrants 
primarily related to the library (which operates under 
an entirely different accounting system),” the re¬ 
port read. The accounting firm suggests that the 
treasurer could require the reimbursement be sup¬ 
ported by a detailed list of warrants issued and sub¬ 
stantiated, therefore, solving that problem. 

The auditors suggest that street maintenance 
expenditures could have been charged directly to the 
gas tax fund which would reduce the general fund 
deficit. “Doing so would not improve the overall 
cash situation, but cosmetically, the financial state¬ 
ments would have looked better,” they explain. 

The auditing firm points as “improper” the 
borrowing of $1 million from the Community Re¬ 


development Agency by the City Council on Sept. 
22, 1922, because “There apparently was not a con¬ 
current Community Redevelopment Agency meet¬ 
ing.” The firm explains that this borrowing could 
have been avoided “simply by repaying advances 
made to the Community Redevelopment Agency.” 

They add that “the matter was handled proced- 
urally incorrectly and probably never should have 
occurred.” * 

The accounting firm points to the co-mingling 
of funds and said, “Sierra Madre’s combined cash 
account encompasses all of the entities involved in 
the oversight group as well as the Financing Authori¬ 
ty and Community Redevelopment Agency, some¬ 
thing several key members of the city’s administra¬ 
tion were not aware of.” 

At that time, they explain, the city’s present 
finance director (David Cain) is new on the job and 
the former director (Robert Davis) was terminally 
ill. 

Members of the accounting firm point out that 
“insufficient priority has been given to that (record¬ 
ing) process and the quantity and quality of person¬ 
nel were not adequate.” They suggest a “thorough 
revamping from the ground up.” 

Additionally, the auditors say that the city has 
always run “thin” insofar as accounting staff is

During the three-week period from Aug. 19 
through Sept. 8, the Sierra Madre News printed 
152 stories involving the two cities, compared to 66 
stories in the Star-News and 11 in The Times. The 
survey was not commissioned by any of the news¬ 
papers and was conducted independently. 

The survey did not include columns or features 
unless they pertained to news in either city. The 
story count included roundup articles, such as cal¬ 
endars of events, within which Arcadia or Sierra 
Madre were mentioned. The Pasadena Star-News 
and the Los Angeles Times are more likely to pub¬ 
lish roundup stories than the Sierra Madre News. 

When the results are separated by city, the ra¬ 
tio of stories tends to be wider in Sierra Madre and 
narrower in Arcadia. The Pasadena Star-News, 
according to Gregory’s Media Watch, carried 35 
percent fewer stories about Arcadia than did the 
Sierra Madre News, but five times fewer items about 
the city of Sierra Madre. During the three-week 
period, The Times ran 10 times fewer stories about 
Arcadia than did the Sierra Madre News and 17 
times fewer items about Sierra Madre. 

The survey examined stories by subject. The 
Sierra Madre News, unlike the other two papers, 
did not cover “hard” news about Arcadia, such 
as city government and police matters. The Pasa- 
dent Star-News was the only one of the three to run 
stories about business in Arcadia, while the Sierra 
Madre News was the only one to cover business 
in Sierra Madre. 

The Sierra Madre News printed far more life¬ 
style, social and entertainment features aimed at 
both cities, and was the only one of the three 
newspapers to cover sports below the high school 
level in both cities.

Most dog fexxts do not meet the nutritional require¬ 
ments for cats. Cats have several important meta¬ 
bolic differences from dogs. Here are a few exam¬ 
ples: 

1. The cat has a much higher protein requirement 
than the dog. 

2. Cats require more taurine, an amino acid in their 
diet. Inadequate levels result in blindness and heart 
disease. 

X Cats require more niacin since they can not con¬ 
vert the amino acid tryptophan to niacin as dogs 
can. 

4. Cats require vitamin A in their diet since they can 
not convert B-Carotene to vitamin A as dogs can. 

5. Cats require higher levels of Vitamin

Even so, “you can 
still see important differ¬ 
ences between the fake 
and the real.’’ Best test? 
“Look at the eys of the 
president’s portrait. They 
should be piercing.” 

Ring added that the 
feel of the bill also gives 
away phonies.

Meyer presently lives 
in Altadena, but sings in 
the Sierra Madre Con¬ 
gregational Church 
choir and participates in 
the church’s singles 
ministry. Surprisingly, 
he rarely takes compan- 
y, food or water along 
with him on his super¬ 
walks. "If I take a 
group, I always find 
I’m having to wait for 
them" he said. "I guess 
I’ve just been able to go 
without food or water." 

In spite of his ac¬ 
complishments, Meyer 
maintains a philosophy 
of humility, allowing 
him longevity in his 
personal life and in his 
hiking stamina. 

"I love nature a lot," 
he said. "Trees, plants 
and clouds." In the first 
grade he said he learned 
some of the names of 
clouds he frequently 
watches on the trail, 
"cumulus, cirrus, strat¬ 
us, cumula nimbus. The 
last one," he said, 
"means heat and violent 
rain." 

He speaks with famili¬ 
arity and affection of 
the natural formations in 


Monument Valley in 
Arizona. "The rocks 
were shaped millions of 
years ago, and cut and 
carved into those forma¬ 
tions. It gives one 
strength to think about 
that." 

Why all the walking? 
"Walking raises my 
confidence in myself," 
he said. "I have a lot of 
energy. As a kid, I was 
hyperactive. But as an 
adult it’s been chan¬ 
nelled in positive ways. 

"Last time I had a 
fever was probably a 
few years ago," he said, 
adding that he can’t 
recall having a cold in 
recent years. "I get a 
little tight after a walk, 
but otherwise I feel 
OK." 

Ironically, Meyer says 
he is not much of a 
ninner. "Just one half 
mile at a time," he said. 
"I’ve never run the 
L.A. Marathon, but I’d 
like to set it as a goal." 

Meyer reminds future 
trailblazers that the 
scenery is spectacular 
with many species of 
wildlife apparent along 
the trail. "Grey-horned

As a good walk,

Some 
may wish to follow 
down the Mount Lowe 
Road, alongside Echo 
Mountain. 

Future walkers, don’t 
forget those moonlit 
early morning walks.

concerned. “Obviously, a strong and capable fin- 
nance director can make a difference. A strong 
finance director could avoid the painful events 
of the past several months. There is a need for an 
adequate accountant below the level of finance 
director. The accountant could supervise day-to- 
day transactions and allow the director to focus 
his attention on problems that may arise. Clearly 
the Sept. 12, 1992 borrowing (in which $1 million 
was borrowed from the CRA, interest-free) could 
have been avoided.” 

“It is our guess that the cost of this additional 
person could be recaptured from irnproved cash 
collections on delinquent receivables, increased user 
fees, perhaps even reduced audit fees and reduced 
aggravation.” 

Edwards, Eichel and Beranek explain that 
“Lack of adequate cost records has produced a 
variety of continuing ills.” They also explain that 
full costs of operation have never been adequately 
portrayed.”

“The Orestia,” drawn 
from the 4th century 
liays of Aeschylus by Will 
Salmon. It tells the clas¬ 
sic story of Agamemnon’s 
return from Troy, his 
slaughter by his waiting 
wife, Klytemnestra, and 
her lover, Aegisthus, and 
the revenge of Agamem¬ 
non’s son and daughter, 
Orestses and Electra. 

It is an “experimental” 
production, a rarity in 
these commercial-minded 
days, and it combines 
acting with dance and 
original “music,” pro¬ 
duced by two trombones, 
a tuba and a percussion¬ 
ist of great ingenuity. 
The singing ranges from 
intoned chants to semi¬ 
musical screams. In com¬ 
parison to most of today’s 
little theater work, it is 
very odd. 

On the other hand, a 
lot of it works, and none 
of it is embarrassing. As 
an evocation of the at¬ 
mosphere of Greek dra¬ 
ma it is fairly success¬ 
ful, and there are mom¬ 
ents of real magic. The 
entrance of the chorus 
to a throbbing hum is an 
invocation of the god of 
the theater. The moment 
when Orestes is attacked 
by the Furies is wonder¬ 
fully creepy. Colin Bax¬ 
ter has real presence as a 
largely silent Apollo, and 
Kerry Walsh’s Klytem¬ 
nestra is beautiful, tense 
and dangerous all at 
once. Her screams are 
entirely suitable. The 


mourning dance of Elec¬ 
tra, Vicki Salmon, is 
internal and despairing. 

Will Salmon himself is 
an impressive Agamem¬ 
non, {dtemately dignified 
and frenzied. 

And tne visuals are 
well worked out. Cos¬ 
tumes are simple, de¬ 
pending on drapery which 
is well managed, no easy 
task. Chorus members 
wrap themselves and 
become stones; a red 
drape suggests a river 
of blood. 

There are echos of 
Martha Graham and 
Lester Horton and their 
followers here, and Chi¬ 
nese theater—very imag¬ 
inative stuff. Unfortun¬ 
ately some of the words 
get lost in the vocal gym¬ 
nastics. 

Will Salmon, adapter 
and director, (“The 
actors create their own 
parts.”) teaches music 
at Chandler School.

Objection to subterranean 
garages; library gets OK 
for $4.9 million expansion 


Ralph Bicker, repre¬ 
senting the Highlands 
Homeowners Associa¬ 
tion, presented to the 
Arcadia City Council 
last week signed peti¬ 
tions from 472 home- 
owners in his area 
objecting to the coun¬ 
cil’s approval of a 
building project in the 
1800 block Oakwood. 

Bicker explained that 
the association’s Archi¬ 
tectural Review Board 
voted against the resi¬ 
dential project because 
it was not compatible or 
in harmony with other 
homes in the neighbor¬ 
hood, as the plans call 
for a subterranean gar¬ 
age plus two stories, 
giving the home a three- 
story look. 

He referred to an 
ordinance prohibiting 
subterranean garages 
"except in hillside ar¬ 
eas" and suggested that 
the ordinance apply to 
hillside areas also. 

Mayor Joe Ciraulo 
explained that the coun¬ 
cil is sensitive to the 
issue. 

The council meeting 
began with a presenta¬ 
tion proclaiming Sept. 7 
as Celia Kalm Day in 
recognition of her ef¬ 
forts in designing new 
certificates and procla¬ 
mations for presentation 
to members of the pub¬ 
lic who give service to 


the city. She in turn 
thanked the councilmen 
for their efforts. 

On a split vote, the 
council noted to close 
Wilderness Park on 
weekends, with the 
exception of groups and 
organizations with 
reservations. Council¬ 
man Robert Harbicht 
voted against the closure 
and Councilman Bob 
Margett was absent. 
The Arcadia Police 
Department and home- 
owners in the area 
urged the closure be¬ 
cause of overcrowding 
on weekends. 

The council agreed 
unanimounsly to ap¬ 
prove approximately 
$4.9 million to renovate 
and expand the Arcadia 


Public Library. Coun¬ 
cilman George Fasching 
expressed concern about 
spending the money for 
the library, which 
leaves limited resources 
for the city hall project. 
Jim Dale, city finance 
director, said that suf¬ 
ficient funds are avail¬ 
able for this project by 
eliminatin| and re¬ 
scheduling other budget¬ 
ed projects to some 
future period. 

The total library 
project, which included 
a wish list of such items 
as furniture, landscap¬ 
ing, bookstack end 
panels and canopies, 
booktheft security sys¬ 
tem and building intru¬ 
sion alarm system, 
would cost an estimated 


$5.5 million; however. 
Councilman Robert 
Harbicht suggested that 
some of those items 
could be phased in 
during the next two to 
three years. 

Regarding Newco 
Waste Systems’ request 
for a contract extension, 
there was a 2-2 vote 
which means that the 
issue will come before 
the council again at its 
first meeting in Octo¬ 
ber. Councilmen Har¬ 
bicht and Fasching 
supported Newco, while 
Mayor Ciraulo and 
Councilmen Dennis Lo- 
jeski indicated that they 
favored the Request for 
Proposal process for the 
Exclusive Residential 
Refuse Agreement.
